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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee 

set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 1 1/28/05 has been entered. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-3,6-12,15-17,22,24,28-30,32-34,36-38,41-44,46-48,50,54-56 and 

59-100 are allowed. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the declaration by Dr. Caldirola under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 11/28/05 is 
sufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 1-3, 11, 12, 22, 28-30, 33, 34, 36-38, 
44, 46-48, 54, 55, 59, and 60 based upon obviousness over Isaac (Bioorganic & 
Medicinal Chemistry Letters, Ref ADD) made in point #7 of the previous Final 
Rejection. While not the best comparison, for the compounds used by Applicants 
differ in the structure of both Ar and R 4 from the species taught by Isaac 
(Bioorganic & Medicinal Chemistry Letters, Ref ADD), the compound taught by 
the reference is inactive in the in vivo feeding test in mice used by Applicants. 
While the compound of Isaac (Bioorganic & Medicinal Chemistry Letters, Ref 
ADD) does cause some decrease in the food intake after treatment with the 
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compound, this decrease is less than that of saline control alone. This lack of 
effect in the feeding test by compound 4a is in marked contrast to the effect 
induced by Applicants compounds. Applicants' compounds cause a dose-related 
decrease in food intake relative to saline control. This is a clear difference in kind 
not some subtle difference in degree in the in vivo efficacy of Applicants' claimed 
isomers. Such a complete lack of activity in the species taught by the reference 
would discourage any medicinal chemist from preparing ring position isomers of 
that species.
